“I do not want to be taken as 
an extremist on the question of the 
vital necessity of the National 
Guard to the United States but all.

As a result of the reduction in 
the Regular Army, the National 
Guard ts now a large part of the 
country’s first line of defense. It 
is a nationally supported force with 
a national mission of the greatest 
importance. In addition to its na- 
tional obligations this force in each 
State has a State obligation. The 
Federal government and the State, 
therefore, share in the cost of its 
maintenance, the State's  contribu- 
tion being only about one-third of 
the total reqhired. | 

The National Guard is distribut- 
ed over the forty-eight States of 
the Union. It is clear that if one 
State faila to do its duty by the na- 
tion in respect to the organization 


entire organization is weakened to 
that extent and the burden must 
be thrown upon other States. 


PACIFIC COAST EXPOSED 

The Pacific Coast is one of the 
most exposed portions of the Unit- 
ed States and its protection is a 
vital necessity. The responsibility 
for this protection rests largely 
upon California and her National 
Guard, particularly during the pe- 


ginning of an emergency. 
California's allotment of 
Guard amounts to 22 per cent of 
that portion of her population thet 
has reached the age of military 
service (13,200 enlisted men and of- 
ficers.) The percentages allotted 
to other States range as follows;

TN FULL SWING 

Reports received here from La 
Quemada state that the rock crush- 
ers have arrived from the United 
States, the road bed ia being laid 
and rails are already placed in pos- 
ition. However, the work at pre- 
sent is over the easiest portion of 
the gap. About 200 men are em- 
ployed now. It is not known how 
many will be. needed when the 
builders’ reach the mountainous 
regions ahead. Blasting of tunnels 
will be one of the# principal prob- 
lems and some high bridges will 
have to be built. 

The people of the countryside 
are in a state of high excitement 
and enthusiasm, for never before 
did they realize how soon they 
would be connected up with the 
world in general. They have hith- 
erto been isolated almost in the 
full sense of the word. For them 
to reach the Pacific’ Coast or Mex- 
ico City it has been necessary to 
make long journeys on mule or 
horseback or in. old-fashioned 
stages. Now fortune is at last 
turning their way and the fruits 
of their toil wi oon find an exit 
into the markets of Central and 
South Mexico and United 
States, 

However great as are the com- 
mercial advafitages to be brought 
about by. the new line, the greatest 
significance attaching to the work 
lies in the fact that the Southern 
Pacific of M@xico is so convinced 
of the return of stability in the 
Mexican government that it is in- 
vesting $10.000,000 in its new 
Stretch of Mexican rails, certain 
not only of safety but of profit.

RAIL LINK WORK 
IN FULL SWING 


(Continued from First Page) 


the rail gap between the United 
States and Canada, but it will 
actually form a direct connection 
between the south border of Mex- 
ica, Guatemala and the Canadian 
port’ of Vancouver, with such in- 
termediary points as Mexico City, 
Guadalajara, Mevatian, Guaymas, 
Nogales, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle. 

*The completion of the work will 
mean connecting the rich central 
plateau of Mexico with the Pacific 
Coast. Even more impvrtance is 
attached to the road than to the 
present main trunk lines connect- 
ing Mexico's capital with the 
United Statese—the Laredo rovte 
and the El Paso route. It is some- 
what difficuit for the average per- 
son in Mexico at present to realize 
that within the period of four 
years or lass he will be able to step 
into a luxurious Pullman here and 
not step out of it until the train 
pulls into the station in Vancouver. 

STATES BENEFITED 
_ The principal States in Mexico 
which will be the first to feel the 
benefit of the Obregon-Titcomb 
agreement will be Sonora, Sinaloa, 
Nayarit. Jalisco, Colima, Michoa- 
can, Guerrero and Oaxaca. The po- 
tential wealth of these cight States 
is incalculable. 


So far the farmers, commerce 
builders of these regions, have 
been handicapped by lack of di- 
rect transportation with Mexico. 
City, the center of the republic, 
and with the American markets. 
They have been forced to ship their 
goods in a roundabout way, partly 
by rail and partly by water, suffer- 
ing the natural losses and delays 
of trans-shipment. With the com- 
pietion of the gap they will have 
a direct line of communication. 
Products which will be thus read- 
lly moved when the road is com- 
pleted include fine lumber and 
farming products, of which Oaxa- 
ca. Jalisco and Sinaloa are espe- 
cially prolific. Oaxaca also pro- 
duces cotton, and mining is active 
In the same State, to say nothing 
of Sinaloa, Sonora and Jalisco, the 
last one of the wealthiest States 
in the Republic. Colima will find 
an outlet for its hrmber, Sonora 
for the cattle now grazing over its 
vast plains and rapidly increasing 
with the passing of the revolution- 
ary element. 


CALIFORNIA-ARIZONA PROFIT 

One of the most important 
phases of the finished work will be 
the outlet offered products from 
California and Arizona. These two 
American States will be those most 
directly benefited by the new road. 
The gateways tnto Mexico, es- 
pecially along the Pacific border, 
will be opened to them and their 
exports should take a big jump 
forward. Machinery needed for 
Sinaloa mines, which have 
been ene of the chief freight fac: | 


tors over the present water route, 
will find a rapid means of reach- 
ing ite Mexican buyers. Guadala- 
jara will become a rail center ri- 
valing any in the.republic, for 
trains will reach it in increased 
number from San Luis Potosi, ‘at 
present the central point of activity 
on the Laredo-Mexico City line. 

Aside from the commercial fea- 
ture of the opening of the La Que- 
mada-Tepic gap, there will be a 
notable increase in tourist travel. 
The Pacific Coast of Mexico offers 
the pleasure seekers many attrac- 
tions not found north of the \Rio 
Grande. Hitherto the inconveni- 
ence of the water travel has : 
couraged many tourists on the 7’a- 
cific Coast, and they have returned 
East without having visited Mex- 
ico. With the gap completed they 
will be able to make a side journey 
intto Mexico as far as the capital 
if time permits, traveling comfor- 
tably in as good a Pullman as they 
would find on any of the large 
American railroads. 

Guaymas, which offers many at- 
tractions in the form of fishing and 
boating, yachting and bathing 
should almost double in population 
during the winter months. Many of 
these same people will continue 
their trip to Guadalajara and its 
near by Lake Chapala, famous for 
ite ideal climate. Direct visitors 
from the East, Middle West and 
Southern States of the American 
Union - will continue to come to 
Mexico. Many of them have in 
the past expressed a desire to “re- 
tutn by some other way.” This 
will be possible when the work is 
finished and thereby California and 
Arizona will benefit by their travel. 


New York Takes 
Keen Interest 
in Los Angeles 


Interest tn Los Angeles, its prod- 
ucts and climate is at high pitch 
in New York, according to a tele- 
gram received yesterday by Frank 
Wiggins, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, from Miss Ada H.

When the eggs are taken too 
late they do not fertilize prop- 
erly. Too much of the watery or 
serous fluids of the egg sac have 
been absorbed. The fertilizing ele- 
ment has to enter through a tiny 
aperature of the egg—the micro- 
pyle of the piscatorial biologist. It 
enters more quickly and more cer- 
tainly if the eggs are freshly cast 
and without too much water. Thus 
has man improved upon Nature, 
which perforce must have her fin-

The system by’ which three- 
fourths of a jury may return «a 
‘verdict in criminal cases not in- 
volving the death penalty hes been 
in successful use for twenty-five 
years in Lotisiana, according to 
information received by the Crime 
Commission, which is sponsoring 
ja similar mote in California. 

Tt has been.contended by oppo- 
nents of the system that it had 
never been tried in the United 
States and that, though possibly 
avaliable for some other countrics, 
it would not fit in with the so- 
cial order in this country. 

The Crime Commission learned 
that the system Nad been in use 
in Louistana, and M. B. Silberberg, 
director, wired. various persons in 
authority in that State, asking an 
opinion of its success or failure. 
In ré@sponse came telegrams from 
Charlies A. O'Neill, Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Louisiana, 
David M. Evans, Secretary to the 
Governor, the ppestdi judges 
and associate judges of the Crimi- 
nal District Court.in New Orleans. 
and other prominent officials, past 
and present, who have been en- 
gaged in the handling of criminal 
matters. All of these wires indicate 
a belief in the system as thorough- 
ly successful.

“In @ prosecution of a crime for 
which the only pepalty that can 
be imposed is imprisonment in the 
penitentiary the law of Louisiana 
only requires the concurrence of 
ning of the twelve jurors to give a 
verdict,” said Chief Justice O'Neill.

Some months ago a man who has 
been active in city planning work 
in Los Angeles made the predic- 
tion that the time will come when 
the private dwellings of Los An- 
gelea will be centered in the hills 
about Los Angeles, while the flat 
lands will be utilized for apart- 
ments, duplexes, and bungalow 
courts. This statement, of course. 
pre-supposes a population for the 
city of 2,0000,000 or more but there 
are few who doubt that Los An- 
geles will have such a population. 


Whether this prediction its ful- 
filled or not is beside the question, 
but it is becoming _ increasingly 
evident that a very large percent- 
age of the city’s population is turn- 
ing towerd the hills with the idea 
of getting away from :the flat lands, 
away from the regulation four- 
equare city block, to the higher 
ground, where greater freedom and 
greater individuality in the devel- 
opment of the home and its sur- 
roundings can be obtained. 


Last year a noted landacape ar- 
chitect of Boston made an exten-| 
sive tour of Los Angeles and its 
suburbs, and expressed surprise 
that the hill areas had lain neg- 
jected for so long.

A Romantic Story 

The romance of these hills, and 
the story of the development which 
they are now undergoing, is as 
stirring as the story of the growth 
of Los Angeles from a sleepy pueb- 
le to the status of «4 modern and 
energetic American city.

TAXES AND INDUSTRY 

Wherever manufacturing flcur- 
ishes, generally speaking, State 
taxes are low, and in States with 
little manufacturing they are high. 
Arizona and Nevada, forty-ninth 
and forty-fourth in respect 
wage earners employed, have the 
highest proportion of taxes. 
In New York, the lead indus- 
trial commonwealth, State taxes 
for 1919 were 16.1 per cent against 
83.9 Federal taxes. In Arraona 
State taxes were 86.6, compared 
to 18.4 per cent that year, or prac- 
tleally the exact opposite of con- 
ditions in New York. The average 
of all State taxes was 13.9 and 
Federal 86.1 per cent. 

What this taxation meant to in- 
dividual States may be gathered 
from a glance at a few cases. Con- 
necticut had a rate in 1814 of 
$9.50, compared to $43.87 In 1919, 
computed on the basis of taxation 
to $1000 of products. In Delaware 
the rate rose from $109.62 to 
$45.99, in Rhode Island from 
$11.15 to $47.84, in Vermont from 
$7.46 to $81.71 and New Hamp- 
shire from $10.03 to $36.35. 

The largest increase in tax ex- 
penditures came under the head- 
ing of “Care—steam  reilroad.’’ 
which, in 1914, 
$4.03 and in 1919 of $56.08, an ad- 
vance of 1282 per cent. The rate 
on confectionery: went up fro 
$5.27 in 1914 to $66.52 in 1919,-an 
increase of 954 per cent. “Automo- 
piles, bodies, etc.,”” advanced from 
$4.78 to $47.41, an increase of 892 
per cent. Woolen and worsted 
goods advanced from $6.76 to 
$49.69, or 6365 per cent. The in- 
crease for the nation amounted to 
83 per cent, from $18.20 to $33.31 
in the $1000. 

This first study of the figures as- 
sembled through the census of 
manufactures is expected to help 
show the exact status of Ameri- 
can business, making it possible 
for an industry in any field to 
learn the con@itions of its trade at 
a period suffifiently near to make 
possible scientific study of those 
conditions. And the data will be 
of broad use in reaching a better 
understanding of labor and legisla. 
tive problems.

RECENT LANDSCAPES 
BY ELMER WACHTEL 


One of the most good-natured of 
the Los Angeles painters is Elmer 
Wachtel. If you have ever heard 
rumofs to the contrary, I hereby 
give you authority to refute them. 
His good-nature is such, that ere 
ever he tells me. of late years, that 
he is going to hold an exhibition, 
he gays.

past eighteen years, which is the

&tuff so that it sounds like some-- 
thing new and hitherto wunex- 

ressed. But, of course, something 

as to be said, for newspaper coi- | 

umns are not printed blank. Clever 
critics have been known to write 
about everything but the subject 
in hand, merely calling attention 
to that important subject in jhe 
last sentence. Some day i may do 
that—but not with Elmer Wachtel. 

The subject tn hand, at the mo- 
ment, is Wachtel’s exhibition of 
new landscapes at Kanst'’s, twen- 
ty-three in all, the first show he 
has held in & year. Now, new 
landscapes by a brush so able 
ought to suggest plenty .of new 
adjectives even to the most silug- 
gard of critical minds. The 
trouble is, art is a subject § that 
never should be written about at 
all, and the only reason why it’s! 
Gone is that there is—or seems to 
be—a public demand for it. Some 
strange souls would rather read 
about pictures than look at them, 
just as some queer fish would 
rather read about books than buy 
them. Phe overc!vilized mind pré- 
fers -criticiam of all forms of art 
to the agts themselves. Thus such 
@ mind ean become a critic of the 
eritic, a favorite indoor sport of 
our time, 

I like the lan work of 
Eimer Wachtel for its sincerity 
and for ite truth. The artist has 
amassed a tremendous amount of 
knowledge about nature in South- 
ern Californ‘a, our mountains, our 
hilla, our trees, our valleys, our 
river washes—our eVerything. All 
this matter he caste into the 
crucible of art, and where it 
emerges it is transformed. into 
something new and very beautiful, 
@ picture that is satisfying to both 
artists and laymen, since it ives 
us both art and nature ‘in such a 
cunning technique that it seems 
almost faultless. 

For Eimer Wachtel is a . born 
technician. If he wete not a 
born artist, his proficiency might 
lead him into great’ danger—that 
of cleverness, which is fatal to the 
best work, the work that lives and 
breathes and has a soul. Wachtel’s 
cleverness consists in avoiding 
cleverness. When he has been 
trapped into it—-which happene 
semioccasionally—he straightway 
destroys his canvas. He pursties 
the same drastic method if hé dis- 


& passage that does not seem quite} 
up to his mark—a passage that no 
one elfe would see, not even a 
lyne~yed art critic. But he sees 
it, and that’s enough, for him, to 
damn his picture forever. And 
thie is why ah exhibition of land- 
scapes from his brush is almost 
always so uniformly good. He is, 
as every painter should be, his own 
severest jury and judge. 

This is one of the reasons why 
he is difficult to write about. It's 
hard to pick flaws in his work, be- 
cause he has already done that 
himseif—and burnt it.

Education 

BILL was recently introduced at Sac- 
ramento calling for a complete survey 
-of the system of education in use in the 
public schools of California. Edgar Stow 
of Santa Barbara who introduced the bill, 
said: 

“I think most men agree that the stand- 
ord of education attained by high school 
graduates now does not compare with that 
of fifteen years ago, and we want to find 
out why. That is one of the points we 
hope to reach.” |

At a recent opening of new buildings at 
Pomona College, Dr. John Adams, emeritus 
»rofessor of education in the University of 
ondon, gave an address on British and 
\merican educational methods, He said: 

“The first contrast between the teachers 
of England and America may be said to 
be in sex, In England we still speak of the 
teacher as ‘he,’ in America you talk of 
‘she,’ though I notice that your women 
teachers usually speak of the pupil as ‘he.’ 

“The next point of difference is thé more 
permanent status of the teacher in En- 
giand. ‘Once a teacher always a teacher’ 
is nearly always true in England: In the 
United States men very generally regard 
the profession as a stepping stone to some 
‘Vieting 

“The actual qualities of the teachers of 
the two nations may be well illustrated 
hy the evidence supplied by specialists in 
the study of education. Mr. F. L. Clapp of 
the University of Dlinois made a more or 
less scientific investigation into the quall- 

that superintendents of schools and 

er educational administrators regard as 
essential to success in the teachers they 
appoint. Mr. Clapp was able to set forth 
the following list of qualities in the order 
of their importatice as they struck these 
American officials: 

“Sympathy, personal appearance, ad- 
dress, sincerity, optimism, enthusiasm, 
scholarship, vitality, fairness and reserve 
or dignity.

in the heart ef Berlin. Prof. Dr. Harnack 
has something the same position here that 
Dr. Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard, 
holds in the United States. He has been 
writing books which have attracted atten- 
tion during a period of almost half a cen- 
tury and his name is known throughout the 
world as the exponent of liberal Chris- 
tianity. 

I had called to ask him as to the condi- 
tion of the intellectuals in Germany and 
the conversation drifted to the low mor- 
ality of the times and the prospects for 
the future. Speaking of the intellectuals, 
Dr. Harnack said: 

“I suppose you refer to the 
teachers, students and men who make their 


_ living out of their brains. I can explain 


that in a few words. We starve. We 
work, but we do not despair. If you ask 


me how Germany is faring, I would say I 


do not know. If you ask me how I am 
faring, I would give the same answer. I 
do not know. None of us know. The out- 
look is dark, but we do not despair. We 
need help, but we expect to keep on hoping 
and working. 


“Blere in Germany the luxury and. ‘loose 
life which you see everywhere are a dis- 
ease which our people have caught. It. is 
not untiatural considering that we have no 
inducement to thrift: No one will save 
when he is sure his savings will disappear 
the next day. Every night the people 
spend what they have rather than see it 
swallowed up in the fall of the mark the 
next morning. As to men of my class, we 
have no surplus whatever. Our trouble 
is that we have not the means to educate 
our children along the lines in which we 
have lived. This will affect the culture of 
the Germany of the future, and the outlook 


_ for our intellectual life is a dark one. 


“The worst of the whole situation,” con- 
cluded the learned doctor, “It seems to me, 


_ fe the fate of the young and especially of 


the children. These hard times may be a 
punishment and they are perhaps a just pun- 
ishment, but it is not fair that the punish- 
ment should fallon the heads of the babies. 
It makes no difference whether we old peo- 
ple die. We have lived our lives and it 
might be as well if we pass away. I have 
been here more than three score and ten 
years and I am ready to go. So are many 
others of my age in my class. But our 
babies are dying for want of milk and our 
children need the food which they must 
have to become strong, able men. That 
surely is not God’s purpose, and I do not 
believe it can long continue.”

He told me privately it was a “telephone- 
weed,” but that he hadn't the heart to be 
so plain and outspoken to the lady—she 
had such a pride in the plant—so he gave 
her the botanical name. 

I think my friend was justified: don’t 
you? Anyhow, to my way of thinking, the 
Heterotheca is somewhat maligned in be- 
ing blacklisted as a weed. True, it takes 
Possession of vacant lots and roadsides, 
where in the late winter and spring 
inonths it becomes rather “seedy” and dis- 
reputable-looking—having by that time 
grown to a height of four or five feet, with 
much of its length covered with a mass of 
dried leaves, broken branches and “bald- 
pates,” and perhaps bearing a few silvery 
seed-balis or “old-man” heads at the top.

Ité 
other name of “Golden Hills” tells us some- 
thing of the great displays of yellow with 
which the shrub decorates the foothill land- 
scapes. It has a wide distribution in the 
interior, and is to be found very generally 
throughout the Colorado Desert in the 
United States and far down into Mexico— 
preferring the hills, but often, also, “mak- 
ing glad” the more level parts of the 
“waste places.” I note that William T. 
Hornaday in his “Campfires on Desert and 
Lava” gives a good description of the plant 
as he found it in Sonora, Mexico.

Although this little Baerea is a favorite 
of all who love floral landscapes, it has a 
bad reputation with cattlemen—who call it 
“Fly-flower” and charge it with being the 
Cause of certain small flies collecting in 
such swarms as to be a serious pest among 
their herds. It seems that it is the pollen 
which attracts the insects. The flower is 
not rank-scented, like so many of the com- 
posites, but bas as delicate a fragrance as 
a lady might wish for kerchief.

The Hilltop Daisy Has Several 
Times Spread and Color . 


Hilltop Daisy (Monolopia major) is 

a big cousin of the little gold-faced 
Baerea—otherwise Little Sunshine—that 
likes the brown of a ridge as much as its 
lesser relative moist slopes and low 
meadows. The two are made out of about 
the same quality of floral-gold, but the Hill- 
top Daisy has several times the spread of 
color that belongs to the Sunshine. 

The stalk of the Hilltop Daisy is from 
ten to twenty inches tall and its flowers 
from one to two inches broad. It often 
grows in crowded patches, and being of a 
branching hebit and a prolific bloomer, it 
covers wide stretches with a solid spread 
of gold. It is distributed over many parts 
of Southern California, but is not equally 
plentiful everywhere, nor equally large and 
beautiful. I think the finest specimens and 
the most glorious display of thém I have 
ever run across was on the Santa Susana 
hills in Ventura county, early in May a 


seen! 
a dainty little plant, some six 
eight inches tall, with a slender stalk 
ds before the slightest breeze. And 
linear leaves are quite in keeping 
with the rest of the plant. There are 
usually but one or two flower-heads, which 
always look as if they were too heavy for 
the stalk to support, and which keep it 
swaying back and forth when there is any 
breeze stirring. But they are not heavy; 
although they are an inch or two across, 
they are airily built. Their numerous rays, 
however, readily catch the passing breeze. 
The flower is a bright golden yellow. The 
botanist could not have more aptly named 
it than he did when he called it aurea— 
the golden one. Its favorite location is on 
the open foothills. It is distributed all over 
Southern California from the desert to the 
sea.

will decay in the alimentary tract, forming 
additional poisons, gases, alcohol and acids. 
These, absorbed by the blood, add to the 
burdens already carried, thus demanding 
additional effort from organs already de 
ficient in power to resist and eliminate the 
poisons, if they do not cause immediate or 
poisons, if they do not cause immediate ro 
sudden death, will certainly prolong the ill- 
ness, for the more poisons the body must 


eliminate, the slower wilil-be the recovery. 


Death occurs when the poisons are gener- 
ated faster than the eliminative organs can 


|»> carry them off. Eating at such a time to 


“keep up strength” is a delusion, respon- 
sible for more untimely deaths than are 
caused by all the wars this world has ever 
known. Only those who are grossly igno- 
rant of the laws of nature, or devoid of in- 
stinct, will follow such a regime. 


How long will it be necessary to fast? 
Until the body temperature becomes nor 
mal, indicating that elimination is im- 
proved. 

Besides fasting and removing the causa- 
tive factors of an acute disease, elimina- 
tion should be aided by such natural 
agencies as proper ventilation; hydro 
therapy (such water treatments as baths 
and enemas;) sunshine; and a right men- 
tal attitude, 

Following is from “Right Food, the Right 
Diet,” by C. C. Froude, M.D., a book that 
comes nearer to the teachings of the Care 
of the Body than any book I have recently 
encountered: 


“Enemas cleanse the bowels of decom- 
posing fecal matter, from which poisonous 
toxins are absorbed by the blood. This 
fecal matter should be removed at the first 
symptom of illness, because the poisons 
generated in this way are virulent in their 
action. Impaction of decomposing fecal 
matter in the lower bowel invariably ac- 
companies acute illness; because the nerve 
energy governing defecation (elimination)

We are coming to the conclu- 
sion that it is one of the most important 
of all the organs of the body, having a 
peculiar influence in stimulating digestion, 
and in maintaining the mineral elements 
of the body in their proper solution.” 

There are no “superfluous organs.” Thus, 
the tonsils are guardians of the entrance 
to the throat, and the appendix lubricates 
the lower bowel.

In Eastern Galicia the population is 74 
per cent Ukrainian, 12 per cent Polish, 12 
per cent Jewish, 1 per cent German and 1 
per cent miscellaneous. For the 74 per cent 
Ukrainians there are 2510 elementary 
schools; for the 12 per cent Poles there are 
1400 elementary schools; for the 74 per 
cent. Ukrainians there are 14 secondary 
schools and for the 12 per cent Poles there 
}are seventy-five secondary schools. Is this 
prrveraey. to boast of? These statistics con- 
stitute proof of the cultural oppression of 
the Ukrainians fn their own land by Polish 
invaders. The figures, however, are not 
correct, because the socalled Ruthenian

Gardena 
Valley strawberries began to move in 
straight carlots last week, although local 
shipments had been going out for some 
time. 

This year's strawberry crop in the Gar- 
dena Valley is being picked from ‘3200 bear- 
ing acres, more than double the acreage of 
last year. According to the local shippers 
the high prices during the past three years 
have stimulated production, which, during 
the four years. previous, had steadily de- 
clined. The berry industry in the valley 
started twenty-eight years ago at Straw- 
berry Park in a small way, the berries be- 


Ts strawberry, the first fresh fruit of 


territory offers a inarket for local berries 


during the first weeks of April. It is. es- 
timated that forty cars will be shipped out 
of the Gardena Valley for the Northwest 
and Salt Lake City markets this season. 
Last year 18,673 carloads of strawberries 
were handled by the railroads of the United 
States. 

The bulk of the berries from the Gardena 
Valley are carried to Los Angeles by a Jap- 
anese trucking concern, and are then 
shipped out in mixed cars. It is estimat 
that vhree to five cars daily are handl 
in this way throughout the season. Another 
avenue for marketing that figures heavily 
is the local express shipments, which usu- 
ally total two cars a day during the bearing 
season.

by the Japanese Protective Association of 
Los Angeles, an organization of growers.

“hog-tied,” so to speak, and their rule pre- 


-cludes any chance for the white grower to 


enter competition with them. 

The berries are grown on land that 
value of $1000 per acre and the pa i 
pay an average rental of $55 per acre a 


growers in that section have kept the upper 
hand, and, as a conseqhence, they are able 
to compete with their oriental neighbors. 
In Southern California the Japanese ob- 
tained control of the berry industry, keep- 
ing the acreage down to a production which 
would insure them a substantial profit.

California ranks seventh in the produc- 
tion of strawberries, in competition with 
other berry-producing States closer to the 
larger markets. Arkansas, Missiasippi, Ten- 
nessee and Louisiana have large acreages, 
which ripen in quantities for shipment 
ubout the same time as do those of Seuth- 
ern Caliternia. Florida ships a great many 
carloads to fhe markets of the Atlantic 
Coast, but the peak of the shipment from 
that State is about the middle of March. 
The Pacific Northwest berries mature later 


than those of Seuthern California and that’ 


strawberries find competition in the eastern 
markets, the bearing season here is much 
longer than in any other growing section of 
the United States. There are several local 
shippers in the field at the present time, but miost 
Roy E. Harris, an independent operator, 
who has been shipping berries from thé Gar- 
dena district for seventeen years, seems to 
be the busiest. Each shipper has several 
growers who pick and pack their crop for 
him, and he sends a light truck ifto the 
fields to take up the crates as soon as 
they are filled. During the first of the sea- 
son the growers have a hard time’ keeping 
the shipper supplied with enough berries to 
fill his orders. 

For local shipments the berries are 
packed in light crates, holding fifteen boxes 
of berries.

Thrips 
are present in sufficient numbers to necessi- 
tate spraying in several cases, it has been 
reported.

of which are creating great havoc ‘and 
causing enormous losses to the farmers and 
fruit growers in the countries they are now 
known to infest and many of which have 
not yet become established in the United 
States and none of which are at present 
established in the State of California. 

It is the usual, rather than the unusual, 
thing to find, in this preliminary inspec- 
tion and with the closer inspection of pas- 
sengers’ baggage that follows, hosts of 
these various pests and diseases, and espe- 
clally of the dreaded Mediterranean fruit 
fly. For instance, during the month of 
January, past, there were intercepted at 
the port of San Francisco eleven lots of 
fruit-ly host material, two of which actual- 
ly showed infestation of the Mediterranean 
fruit fly; many of the others would no 
doubt have proven to be infested had the 
time been taken to make a thorough exam- 
ination. But in such cases the material is 
immediately burned in the ship’s fires to the 
end that every safeguard will be taken to 
prevent the possible escape of any of the 
infested material. 


INSPECTION ON DOCK 


Upon the arrival of an Hawaiian passen- 
ger vessel at the dock, the Federal regula- 
tions now provide that the inspection of 
all passengers’ baggage be conducted on 
the dock, and, consequently, the passengers 
are discharged from the vessel, together 
with their hand luggage and trunks from 
the hold, into a corral provided by the 
steamship companies for this purpose. The 
declarations signed by each passenger are 
then turned over, one at a time, to inspec- 
tors, who make a complete and thorough 
inspection of all baggage belonging 
to the passenger declaration they 
bold. This procedure obviates any possi- 
bility of ponsonaere replacing contraband 
paterial their baggage after same has

to the original make-up of the Black Giants. 
When these Black birds began to show their 
good qualities, there were apparently half 
a dozen ideas as to what they should really 
represent. Some of the farmers bred them 
to a rose comb, while others preferred 
single comb. Then there were farmers who 
preferred the feathers on their legs, as is 
the case with the Brahma. Others wanted 
clean legs, and still others seemed to feel 
that it was desirable to have white feathers 
in the hackle. These were called “eagle- 
necks,” and to this day in most flocks there 
will be a fair proportion of birds otherwise 
of good form who will show this coloring on 
their necks. Finally, an effort was made to 
agree upon a definite standard for these 
birds, and in time we come to the solid 
black color, clean legs and upright typical 
shape. 

“It has taken a good many years and 
very skillful selection to work out a true 
type and to breed birds directly to it. The 
Black Giant has been evolved to meet a 
certain definite demand on the part of 
farmers. What they wanted was a large, dc- 


ranger. They wanted a hardy bird, larger 
than the Red or the Rock, with the abil- 
ity to make meat rapidly. and develop a 
first-class carcass, and at the same ‘time 
prove a fair layer. There is definite de- 
mand Yor such a bird, even at this time 
when the Leghorns are having such a tre 
mendous run as egg producers. The Black 
Giant has a definite place among Ameri- 
can poultry as a meat-producing fowl. It is 
a mistake to claim that this breed can possi- 
bly equal the Leghorns as an egg producer. 
At some of the egg-laying contests 
Biack Giants have made a fair record, but 
it is not in the nature of things for a bird 
to make a large carcass of well-placed meat

EXAMINE THE BEARINGS 


Bearings should be examined at regular 
intervals for looseness; Motor bearings 
should be tried out with a bar for slack. 
To do this, insert the bar under the cap 
of the connecting rods and pry upward, at 
the same time holding a finger against. the 
cheek of the crank shaft and the upper 
half of the bearing. Should any move 
ment be found in this direction, it should 
be taken out by removing shims. To try 
out main bearings, place the bar under the 
erank shaft and check as with the rods. 
When checking engine bearings, have the 
connecting rods at the extreme ends of the 
strokes, for in this position.-the maximum 
wear is found.

When set, remove the shaft, give it a

Care must be exercised 
throughout this part of the job to see that 
mo particles of the babbitt scrapings are 
left im the bearing to hold the shaft up and
